Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone ifiterview with 
Edward Grolls on January 20, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 (currently amended): A method comprising a multistep process for 
recovering one or more products from a process solution containing one or more product 
components selected frorn the group consisting of betaine, erythritol, inositol, sucrose, mannitol, 
glycerol, amino acids and mixtures thereof by using chromatographic separation comprising at 
least one step, where a weak acid cation exchange resin is used for the chromatographic 
separation. 

Claim 4 has been canceled. 

Claim 12 (currently amended): The method of claim 1 1 wherein the cation of 
said weak cation exchange resin is selected from the group consisting of Na+, K+, H+, Mg2+ 
and Ca2+. 
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Claim 13 (currently amended): The method of claim 12 wherein the cation of 



said weak cation exchange resin is Na+ or K+.
